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DECLARATION OF STACY D. PHILLIPS 


I, STACY D. PHILLIPS, declare as follows: 

is I am an attorney licensed to practice in the State of California and am a partner of 
Phillips, Lerner, Lauzon & Jamra, L.L.P., attorneys for the Petitioner in the within action. I offer 
my Declaration in lieu of personal testimony pursuant to Sections 2009 and 2015.5 of the 
California Code of Civil Procedure; Rules 1225 and 14.10 of the California Rules of Court; 
Reifler v. Superior Court, 39 Cal. ppd 479 (1974) and Marriage of Stevenot (1984) 154 Cal. 
App.3d 1051. The facts contained within this Declaration are within my personal knowledge, 
and if called upon to testify, I could and would competently thereto. This Declaration is not 
intended to waive nor is it a waiver of any material protected by the attorney-client privilege or 
the attorney work-product doctrine. 

2: I have been retained as Family Law Counsel for James P. Spears, Conservator for 
Petitioner and Co-Conservator with Andrew Wallet for Petitioner’s estate. My Supplemental 
Declaration is offered to provide the Court with information relative to the attorneys’ fees and 
costs incurred, paid, and currently owed by Peinoney relative to the within matter. 

a As set forth in the Ncmiepantlan of Argument, I contend that the amount of fees 
and costs incurred by Petitioner directly and through her Conservator is irrelevant to the issue of 
what fees incurred by Respondent were “just and reasonable” and what portion of those fees 
should Petitioner’s estate be obligated to pay. Indeed, both of Petitioner’s prior counsel were 
extremely ‘reluctant to give me information about what fees and costs were incurred, paid and 
owed to their firms as a result of their stated belief that such information was irrelevant to the 
issue before the Court. 

4. Without otherwise modifying my contention that the amount of fees incurred by 
Petitioner directly and through her Conservator is irrelevant, I am providing said information 
herein. 

5. Attached hereto as Exhibit “A” is a true and correct copy of the Income and 


Expense Declaration filed on behalf of Petitioner on October 10, 2007. Said Declaration states 


2 
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the attorneys fees and costs incurred, paid, and then currently owed by Petitioner to Wasser, 
Cooperman & Carter, for the period July 31, 2007 (the date beginning after the Judgment of 
Dissolution was entered by the Court) through her attorneys of record from the inception of the 
dissolution of marriage proceedings through the end of September, 2007. These fees, in their 
entirety, pre-date the period of time covered by the instant fee request advanced by Kaplan & 
Simon. What the Income and Expense Declaration does not show is that Petitioner owes 
Wasser, Ceepeniian & Carter $22,342.63. 

6. Exhibit “A” also reflects the attorneys fees and costs incurred, paid, and then 
currently owed by Petitioner to Trope & Trope, Petitioner’s attorneys of record from September 
30, 2007 through February 14, 2008, as well as the rates of the attorneys at Trope & Trope who 
worked on the Spears matter. The Court is asked to note that Trope & Trope was Petitioner’s 
attorney of record at the inception of the period subsumed in Respondent’s instant fee request 
(October 9, 2007). | 

re Attached as Exhibit “B” hereto is a Declaration of Rebecca Sandoval who is the 
Accounts Receivable/Billing Manager for Trope & Trope. In her Declaration, Ms. Sandoval sets 
forth the amount of fees and costs incurred, paid, and currently owed by Petitioner to said firm. 
Again, the time frame of the fees incurred, paid aa owed with reference to Trope & Trope 
extends beyond the date of Respondent’s fees request. 

8. Pursuant to the Court’s direction, I contacted Mel Goldsman of Freid & 
Goldsman to determine the fees and eons his firm incurred, were paid and are owed with respect 
to their representation of Petitioner for a few days in September, 2007. Mr. Goldsman advises 
that whatever minimal fees and costs were incurred by Freid & Goldsman during their very brief 
representation of Petitioner, they neither billed her nor were paid for their services. 

9. I also ask the Court to take into consideration the fact that Respondent’s initial 


Order to Show Cause for Fees and Costs was filed while Petitioner was represented by Wasser, 


, Cooperman and Carter, but argued shortly after Trope & Trope became Petitioner’s attorneys of 


record. Similarly, the instant Order to Show Cause for Fees and Costs was filed by Respondent 


shortly after Trope & Trope filed its Motion to Be Relieved, and now my firm, as attorneys for 


3 
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Petitioner’s conservators, will be defending against the request. 

10.‘ In sum, the Court will need to exercise an enhanced role in evaluating to what 
extent the dual representation on the part of Messrs. Kaplan and Simon at the hearings and 
during the conference calls with the Court was “reasonably necessary” in this matter.

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POINTS AND AUTHORITIES RE: 
“RELATIVE CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE PARTIES” 
PURSUANT TO A SECTION 2030 FEE REQUEST 

Petitioner, both individually and, subsequent to February 4, 2008, through her 
Conservators, has represented that she has the ability to pay “just and reasonable” fees incurred 
by Respondent. 

Petitioner, through her Conservators, has submitted her Memorandum of Argument 
challenging, with specific examples, the “just and reasonable” nature of the fees incurred by 
Respondent. As set forth in the Memorandum of Argument submitted in support of Petitioner’s 
Responsive Declaration to Respondent’s Order to Show Cause re: Attorneys’ Fees and Costs 
filed on behalf of Petitioner on February 29, 2008, Petitioner, through her Conservators, submits 
that the portion of Respondent’s fees attributable to (1) enhanced hourly rates; (2) dual 
representation; and (3) non-legal services are not “just and reasonable”. 

Respondent has asserted that a Court’s evaluation of “just and reasonable” includes a 
consideration of the fees and costs incurred and paid by Petitioner. That is not the law. As 
noted by the Supreme Court in Jn re Marriage of Sullivan (1984) 37 Cal.3d 762, “The purpose 
of such an award is to provide one of the parties, if necessary, with an amount adequate to 
properly litigate the controversy.” 

Family Code Section 2032 expressly provides that the focus is on the relative financial 
circumstances of the parties: 

“In determining what is just and reasonable under the relative 
circumstances, the court shall take into consideration the need for 
the award to enable each party, to the extent practical, to have 
sufficient financial resources to present the party's case adequately, 
taking into consideration, to the extent relevant, the circumstances 
of the respective parties described in Section 4320 [Factors to be 
Considered in Ordering Spousal Support]” 

Family Code Section 2032(b). 
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In In re Marriage of Kelso (1998) 67 Cal.App.4th 374, the Court held that: 


“The purpose of an award under Family Code section 2030 is to 


ensure that the party in need has adequate legal representation to 


litigate the family law issues. The court must take into account the 


relative circumstances of the parties including their respective 


needs, income, and assets. In determining whether the fees 


incurred were reasonable, the court may consider various factors 


including the nature of the litigation, its complexity, the amount 


involved, the financial circumstances of the parties, the legal skill 


involved, and whether counsel's skill and effort were wisely 


devoted to the expeditious disposition of the case.” 


Kelso, supra 67 Cal.App.4th at 384, 385. 


In In re Marriage of Duncan (2001) 90 Cal.App. 617, the Court summarized that “(T)he 


parties’ ‘circumstances’ 


as described in section 4320 include assets, debts and earning ability of 


both parties, ability to pay, duration of the marriage, and the age and health of the parties. 


Further, ‘[i]n assessing one party’s relative ‘need’ and the other party’s ability to pay, the court 


may consider all evidence concerning the parties’ current incomes, assets, and liabilities, 


including investments and income producing properties.’ [citations]” Duncan, supra 90 


Cal.App. at 630. 


The facts incorporated in the Duncan opinion include the fees incurred by the requesting 


party ($1,400,000); each party's income; the value of each party's assets; and each party's age. 


There is no reference at all to the amount of fees incurred by the party against whom the fee 


request has been made. 


In In re Marriage of Keech (1999) 75 Ca 1.App.4th 860, the Appellate Court 


admonished the trial court for using the fees owed by the husband to his attorneys as an 


alternative to making a finding as to whether the fees incurred by the wife were “just and 


reasonable’. The Court stated: 


SS se 
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“That [using husband’s fees as representative of what amount 
husband should pay wife’s attorney] is not the standard by which 
the court was to determine the amount of the award. ‘The major 
factors to be considered by a court in fixing reasonable attorney’s 
fees [include] the nature of the litigation, its difficulty, the amount 
involved, the skill required and the skill employed in handling the 
litigation, the attention given, the success of the attorney's efforts, 
his learning, his age, and his experience in the particular type of 
work demanded [citation]; the intricacies and importance of the 
litigation, the labor and the necessity for skilled legal training and 
ability in trying the cause, and the time consumed.. [Citations.]’ 
[Citations.] The record reflects no consideration of such issues.” 
In re Marriage of Keech (1999) 75 Cal.App.4th 860, 869-870. 

If, for whatever reason, Petitioner had elected to proceed in these matters in pro per, the 
fact that she incurred no legal fees would not be a defense to Respondent’s right, pursuant to 
Family Code §2030, for a contribution from Petitioner toward the “just and reasonable” fees 
Respondent incurred. 

If, for whatever reason, Petitioner had elected to have three (3) firms representing her 
concurrently and authorized dual and triple billing on every matter, that would not provide a 
basis for a blanket award of all fees requested by Respondent. 
| The fees incurred, paid and owing by Petitioner to her attorneys, are irrelevant to the 
determination of the amount of fees that were “reasonably necessary” to Respondent’s legal 
representation. 

The Respondent has the right to representation of his choosing. Respondent has the right 
to have dual representation at hearings. Respondent has the right to have his attorneys bill him 
for time spent at press conferences and otherwise communicating with the media.

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DECLARATION OF JERYLL S. COHEN 
I, Jeryll S. Cohen, declare as follows: 
1. I am an attorney licensed to practice law in the State of California and am a senior 
counsel at the law firm of Luce, Forward, Hamilton & Scripps LLP, counsel of record for James 
P. Spears (“Mr. Spears”), the father of Britney Jean Spears (“Britney”) and temporary 


conservator of the person and temporary co-conservator of the estate of Britney Jean Spears. 


Except as otherwise stated, the statements contained herein are based on my personal knowledge 


and experience. If called as a witness, I could and would testify competently to those facts. 

2. On February 1, 2008, Mr. Spears initiated the conservatorship proceedings styled 
as In re the Conservatorship of the Person and Estate of Britney Jean Spears, Case No. BP 
108870 (the “Conservatorship Proceedings”) by filing petitions for appointment of temporary 
conservators of the person and the estate with the Probate Department of the Los Angeles 
Superior Court (the “Probate Court”). On February 1, 2008, the Probate Court appointed Mr. 
Spears as temporary conservator of Britney’s person, and appointed Mr. Spears and attorney 
Andrew M. Wallet as temporary co-conservators of Britney’s estate. 

3. On February 14, 2008, attorney Jon Eardley (“Mr. Eardley”) filed a Notice of 
Removal that removed the Conservatorship Proceedings from the Probate Court to the United 
States District Court for the Central District of California (the “District Court”). 

4. On February 19, 2008, Mr. Spears filed a motion asking the District Court to 
remand the Conservatorship Proceedings from the Central District to the Probate Court, along 
with an ex parte application asking the District Court to expedite the briefing and hearing 
schedule on the motion to remand. The District Court granted the ex parte application to 
expedite by ordering Mr. Eardley to file his papers in opposition to the motion to remand by 
February 22, 2008 and ordering Mr. Spears to file his reply papers in support of the motion to 
remand by February 25, 2008. At about 4 p.m. on February 26, 2008, the District Court 
electronically filed its Order on the Conservator Motion to Remand granting Mr. Spears’ 


motion to remand the Conservatorship Proceedings to the Probate Court. At about 9:30 a.m. on

February 27, 2008, the District Court electronically filed its notice of transmittal of the remand 
Order to the Probate Court. 

5. The co-conservators cannot pay any compensation to themselves or their counsel 
without first obtaining Court authority for and approval of the payment of the fees. Under Cal. 
Prob. Code § 2640, unless the Court orders otherwise for good cause, the co-conservators may 
not petition the Court for an order fixing and allowing compensation to the co-conservators or 
their counsel until after the filing of the inventory and appraisal, and at least 90 days after the 
issuance of the letters of conservatorship on February 1, 2008. 

6. Mr. Eardley’s removal of the Conservatorship Proceedings from the Probate 
Court to the District Court disrupted the co-conservators’ ability to administer Britney’s estate. 

re Because the removal divested the Probate Court of jurisdiction over the 
Conservatorship Proceedings pending the District Court’s ruling on the pending motion to 
remand, until the matter was returned to the Probate Court procedurally (on February 27, 2008), 
the co-conservators could not ask the Probate Court to review and approve proposed 
expenditures and other actions to be taken on behalf of Britney and her estate. (While it was 
theoretically possible for the co-conservators to ask the District Court to review and approve 
proposed expenditures and other actions to be taken on behalf of Britney and her estate, pending 
the District Court’s determination of the motion to remand, the co-conservators deemed it not 
feasible to seek such approval from the District Court, given-that (a) the District Court lacks 
experience in applying the Probate Code’s provisions concerning administration of 
conservatorships and (b) the District Court’s Local Rules do not authorize the type of expedited 
procedures typically employed by the Probate Court in reviewing and approving proposed 
actions on behalf of a conservatorship.) 

9. Mr. Wallet is currently in the process of gathering information concerning the 
assets of Britney’s estate in order to prepare the inventory. Mr. Wallet still does not have 


complete information concerning Britney’s assets, liabilities, income, and expenses. This 


_ process has been complicated by the fact that the co-conservators obtained a Court order |

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MEMORANDUM OF ARGUMENT 


RESPONDENT’S FEE REQUEST EXCEEDS THAT WHICH WOULD BE 
A “JUST AND REASONABLE” CHARGE TO PETITIONER 


“Neither the attorney for a party .... nor the attorney’s client is entitled to recover, 
from the opposing spouse, a contributive share of whatever fees the attorney chooses to 
charge. Although the attorney’s right to recover from the attorney’s own client may be 


_ limited only by the fee agreement and ethical limitations, there are additional 


limitations on recovery of fees from the opposing spouse - including not only that 


the opposing spouse has the ability to pay, but also that the fees be “reasonably 
necessary,” and that payment of the fees by the opposing spouse is “just and reasonable” 


under the relative circumstances of the respective parties.” In re Marriage of Keech, 

(1999) 75 Cal.App.4th 860, 870 - 871, italic in the original, bold and underlined for 

added emphasis herein. 

Petitioner, through her Conservators, asserts that on multiple grounds, the amount of fees 
that are requested by Respondent and his attorneys, Kaplan & Simon, are not “reasonably 
necessary” for the following reasons: 

> The hourly rates billed by Messrs. Kaplan and Simon were enhanced twenty 
percent (20%) between January 2007 and December 1, 2007, resulting in a $24,925 
enhancement of fees. 

= Messrs. Kaplan and Simon engaged in dual representation at hearings, resulting 
in double billing totaling $50,474.50 for the 45.25 hours of court appearances. 

” Messrs. Kaplan and Simon bill legal fees for non-legal services which cannot be 
quantified due to the “bundled” billing descriptions and heavily redacted invoices. 

. Mr. Kaplan routinely engages in lawyer-initiated communications with the 
media. There is no evidence that Mr. Kaplan deducts this time from his “bundled” billing 
descriptions in his submitted invoices for court appearances and heavily redacted references to 


conferences. A cursory review of the invoices of Kaplan & Simon, despite their heavy

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redactions, demonstrates that at least $75,000 of those fees were not “reasonably necessary” to 
the representation of Respondent. 
PETITIONER SHOULD NOT BE OBLIGATED TO PAY 
FEES FOR SERVICES THAT WERE NOT “REASONABLY NECESSARY” 
FOR RESPONDENT’S LEGAL REPRESENTATION 

Petitioner is limited in her ability to evaluate what portion of Respondent’s legal fees 
were “reasonably necessary” by virtue of the fact that Respondent’s attorneys have bundled 
multiple tasks into a single, “lumped” period of time. As one example, on January 13, 2008, Mr. 
Kaplan billed 6.5 hours ($3,900.00), describing the single, lumped period of time for: “Meeting 
with client and witnesses; interview expert witnesses” 

Business and Professions Code Section 6148(b) expressly mandates that “bills rendered 
by an attorney to a client shall clearly state the basis thereof.” Petitioner, through her 
Conservators, asserts that the bundled billing practices evidenced by Kaplan & Simon in their 
supporting documents do not clearly state the basis of the services rendered. Such bundled 
billing practices also preclude an evaluation as to the reasonableness of time devoted to any 
specific task. 

As for specific objections to Respondent’s request for fees, Petitioner, through her 
Conservators, contends the following fees were not “reasonably necessary”: 

A. Enhanced billing rates. According to Respondent’s January 2007 Income and 
Expense Declaration, $500 was the highest hourly rate he was billed for legal services rendered 
by Kaplan & Simon’. According to Mr. Kaplan’s declaration, by December 2007, both he and 
Mr. Simon billed Respondent an hourly rate of $600.2 This $100 per hour increase in hourly 
rates represents a 20% raise in just one year. 

There is no evidence that this 20% increase was applied by Kaplan & Simon “across the 


board” to all clients. 


A copy of the fee statement page of the Declaration is attached as Exhibit “C”.

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At some point between January 2007 and July 31, 2007, Mr. Kaplan increased his hourly 
rate from $500 to $550°. Mr. Kaplan billed Respondent fifty (50) hours between October 9, 
2007 and November 30, 2007 at his increased hourly rate of $550. The $50 per hour increase 
resulted in an increase in Respondent’s fees of $2,500 just for these two (2) months. 

As stated in Mr. Kaplan’s moving Declaration, his hourly rate was again increased as of 
December 1, 2007, from $550 to $600. Between December 1, 2007 and January 24, 2008, Mr. 
Kaplan billed Respondent seventy-three and ene quater (73.25) hours. The total $100 per hour 
increase in Mr. Kaplan’s billing rate during this period resulted in an increase in Respondent’s 
fees of $7,325.00. 

Respondent was billed $9,825 between October 9, 2007 and January 24, 2008 just 
for the increases in Mr. Kaplan’s hourly rate. 

Mr. Simon’s hourly rate was increased as of December 1, 2007, from $500 to $600, a full 
20% all at once. Mr. Simon billed Respondent one hundred fifty-one hours between December 
1, 2007 and January 24, 2008. 

Respondent was billed $15,100 between December 1, 2007 and January 24, 2008, 
just for the 20% increase in Mr. Simon’s hourly rate. 

Two (2) highly relevant facts are omitted from Mr. Kaplan’s accounting of the fee history 
since October 9, 2007. 

First: On November 6, 2007, the Court awarded Respondent $120,000 of the $160,000 
fees requested by Respondent in his initial Order to Show Cause re: attorneys’ fees and costs. * 
This represented an allocation of 75% of Respondent’s fees to Petitioner, leaving 25% as 
Respondent’s obligation. 

Second: Since October 9, 2007, Respondent has not paid any fees to Kaplan & Simon. 

The question raised by these two (2) omitted facts is whether the billing rates were 


enhanced to address that portion of Respondent’s fees which were not allocated to Petitioner. 


3 Mr. Kaplan has not provided invoices for services rendered prior to July 31, 2007. 


: A copy of the November 6, 2007 ruling is attached hereto as Exhibit “D”. 
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May Kaplan & Simon raise an individual client’s fees 20% in one year during the course 
of representation? Absolutely, as long as it is consistent with their retainer agreement. Would 
it be “just and reasonable” to pass that enormous 20% increase in fees, which in just the 
reporting period of October 9, 2007 through January 24, 2008 represented a combined 
surcharge of $24,925.00, on to Petitioner, through her Conservators,? Absolutely not. 

B. Dual representation at all hearings. Mr. Kaplan and Mr. Simon BOTH 
appeared at not less than 8 hearings (only one of which, namely, January 14, 2008, was 
evidentiary) during the documented period of October 9, 2007 through January 24, 2008. Mr. 
Simon made one (1) additional appearance on an ex parte on his own. 

Mr. Kaplan admits to the simplicity of the legal issues he and Mr. Simon have addressed 
since October 8, 2007, as follows: ‘“(M)ost, if not all, of the work performed on this case after 
October 8, 2007 is due to Petitioner’s history of non-compliance with Court orders culminating 
in the incident on January 3, 2008 ...”” 

Both attorneys, each of whom is a seasoned, experienced and well respected family law 
practitioner, billed for each appearance. As reflected in Exhibit “E” hereto, Respondent has 
been charged a combined total of $50,474.50 for both of his attorneys for 45.25 hours of dual 
representation. 

The issues addressed during the 45.25 hours of hearings pertained to current driver’s 
licenses and automobile insurance, drug and alcohol testing, schedules for parenting coaches, 
suspension and renewal of custodial time. These issues were important as they pertained to the 
best interests of the children, but not one presented a novel, complex or otherwise extraordinary 
fact or theory. Not one required briefing on the interpretation of a complex legal issue. 

“(A party is) not automatically entitled to all hours they claim in their request for 


fees. They must prove the hours they sought were reasonable and necessary. . . . A court may 


substantially reduce fees where multiple counsel represent a party leading to a duplication of

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effort.” El Escorial Owners’ Assn. v. DLC Plastering Inc. (2007) 154 Cal.App.4th 1337, 1366 - 
1367. ° 
As stated by Mr. Kaplan in his moving Declaration, both he and Mr. Simon, individually, 


297 


are “competent, experienced family law practitioners.”’ Mr. Kaplan represents that he has 35 
years of experience and Mr. Simon has 24 years of experience. 

How, then, is dual representation for eight (8) hearings in this case “just and . 
reasonable”? 

As a result of the dual representation at each hearing, Respondent has been billed an 
hourly rate of $1,200 for representation which either one of his two (2) attorneys certainly could 
have provided individually. There is no evidence inconsistent with a finding that there was a 
duplication of effort on the part of Respondent’s attorneys at every hearing attended by both Mr. 
Kaplan and Mr. Simon. 

Does Respondent have the right to have both counsel present at every hearing? 
Absolutely. 

Is it “just and reasonable” to pass the duplication of fees on to Petitioner? Not in this 
case. 

C. Mr. Kaplan and Mr. Simon each have billed time which, by its description, 
does not appear to be “legal services”. Both Mr. Kaplan and Mr. Simon have billed time for 
reviewing and/or researching media coverage of this matter. Absent a showing that there is 
some legal service related to the consumption of media coverage, such time should not be 
characterized as “legal fees”’. 

Relative to the billings that are the subject of the within fee request, Mr. Simon should 


bear the burden of documenting what portion of his 11.5 hours billed on October 23, 2007, spent

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for “research _, conduct internet research 8 was in fact a “legal service’, so that only the 


“just and reasonable” portion of the $5,750 billed for that day by Mr. Simon is consider as part 
of Respondent’s fee request. The burden of proof that the services rendered were “legal 
services” is on Respondent as the heavily redacted and grossly “bundled” billing defy 
discernment of the propriety of each component entry subsumed in each daily entry. 

D. Time billed for press conference and other lawyer-initiated communication 
with the media. Attorneys representing celebrities cannot avoid receiving inquiries from the 
media. The time an attorney spends to respond professionally to the media so as to avoid 
causing negative press for a client is art of the celebrity representation “package”. 

Attorneys representing celebrities can, however, avoid inviting communications with the 
press. The Court is asked to take judicial notice of the fact that Mr. Kaplan has conducted press 
conferences after every hearing in this matter, and has initiated communications with the media 
on multiple occasions. 

Mr. Kaplan made no less than nine (9) court aepeuraess between October 9, 2007 and 
January 24, 2008, as reflected in the heavily redacted invoices with bundled accounts of services 
rendered that have been submitted in connection with his instant fee request. 

Specifically, Mr. Kaplan billed 9.75 hours on January 14, 2008, for appearing at an OSC 
in this matter. Mr. Simon billed 9 hours for the same OSC. If Mr. Kaplan’s additional 0.75 
billed time was for time Mr. Kaplan spent meeting with the press, that time, which translates 
into $450, should not be allocated to Petitioner, through her Conservators, as it does not 
represent “legal services”. 

Does Mr. Kaplan have the right to initiate communications and participate in conferences 
with the press? Absolutely. 


Should Ms. Spears’ have to pay for that time as part of Respondent’s “legal fees’’? 


Absolutely not.

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§271 SANCTIONS CANNOT BE IMPOSED AS PETITIONER LACKS 
CULPABILITY FOR HER CONDUCT 


Mr. Kaplan states that “Petitioner recently had what appears to be a mental breakdown 
which has caused numerous hearings and many hours of work to resolve.”” Mr. Kaplan further 
states: “Petitioner still has not come to terms with taking the necessary and appropriate 
steps to ‘acknowledge and address her challenges, and getting her to do so “is like trying to walk 
a cat,”. '° 

The Court is asked to take judicial notice of the February 14, 2008 action by the Los 


Angeles County Probate Court, in appointing a conservator of the person as well as Co- 


Conservators of the estate for Petitioner. It must be concluded that Petitioner lacked the 


requisite culpability during the period in question such that sanctions cannot be imposed against 


- Petitioner. 


There is no assertion that §271 sanctions should be imposed against Petitioner’s counsel. 

Thus, Respondent’s request for §271 sanctions must be denied. 
RESPONDENT HAS A GREATER ABILITY TO PAY FEES THAN 
IS REPRESENTED IN HIS FEE REQUEST 

In his Income and Expense Declaration dated January 25, 2008, Respondent represented 
that he earned no income during the month preceding January 25, 2008. Respondent pectornied 
in three (3) episodes of “One Tree Hill”. Respondent also performed on January 15, 2008, in 
“My Way Home Is Through You”. Respondent will be deposed on the issue of his recent 
earnings and prospective earnings, and the relevant information will be provided by way of 
supplemental pleadings. 

Additionally, in his Statement of Assets and Liabilities attached to the January 25, 2008, 
Income and Expense Declaration, Respondent includes an off-set for depreciation in the amount 


of $204,199.

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“(D)epreciation is a fictional loss that, in a real world represents tax savings and, 
therefore, additional cash available....” Asfwa v. Woldberhan (2007) 147 Cal.App.4th 1407, 
1426. 

Although the Asfaw court was addressing the propriety of “adding back” depreciation for 
purposes of calculating a child support award, there is no “just and reasonable” distinction that 
can be made that such “additional cash available” should not also be deemed available for a 
party to pay his own attorneys’ fees and costs. 

RESPONDENT’S REQUEST FOR PROSPECTIVE FEES AND COSTS 
SHOULD BE DENIED WITHOUT PREJUDICE 

Petitioner, through her Conservators, does not have a current evaluation of her financial 
status. Respondent’s earnings can fluctuate dramatically over a short period of time, and the 
April 9, 2008, hearing regarding the custody issues in this matter has been taken “off calendar” 
except for an afternoon “bookmark” on the Court’s calendar. | 

As the Court concluded when it ruled on Respondent’s first request for pendente lite 
fees, Messrs. Kaplan and Simon “aren’t going anywhere”. There is no indication whatsoever 
that Mr. Kaplan and/or Mr. Simon would seek to be relieved as Respondent’s attorneys of record 
should they not be advanced fees “on account” at this time. 

Whatever fees and costs Respondent has incurred since January 24, 2008 and will 
continue to incur through the hearing on the custody issues can and should be addressed all at 
once so that Petitioner and Respondent do not continue to each incur fees and costs to argue | 
repeatedly about fees and costs. 

| ‘CONCLUSION 

Based upon the foregoing, Petitioner, through her Conservators, respectfully requests that 
the Court find that the fees charged to Respondent for enhanced billing rates, dual 
representation, bundled billing, and billings for non-legal services are not “just and reasonable” 
fees to be borne by Petitioner. 

The identifiable fees billed in heavily redacted invoices for enhanced rates and dual 


representation alone total $75,399.50. 
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Petitioner, through her Conservators, further requests that the Court finds that 


Respondent has a greater ability to pay his fees than claimed by Respondent as a result of the 
$204,199 depreciation claim Respondent included in his financial reports. 
Petitioner, through her Conservators, further requests that the Court deny Respondent’s 
request for an award of prospective fees and costs be denied. 
There is no “Bank of Britney”. There is a young mother of two very young children who 
is under a Conservatorship. That mother’s estate is under Conservatorship. | 
There is a need for endless ex parte actions to cease unless there is a true emergency 
affecting the safety of the minor children. Once this fee hearing is concluded, the Family Law 
experts on both sides of this matter should focus on problem-solving in a “just and reasonable”, 
non-adversarial manner.

I, STACY D. PHILLIPS, declare as follows: 

1. Iam an attorney licensed to practice in the State of California and am a partner of 
Phillips, Lerner, Lauzon & Jamra, L.L.P., family law counsel for the Conservators in the within 
action.

2. ‘I am a Certified Family Law Specialist. I have been practicing family law 
exclusively for the past twenty-three (23) years. During this time, I have handled a multitude of 
high profile litigants. I attach as Exhibit “A" an abbreviated version of my Curriculum Vitae 
should the Court wish to review my credentials. . 

OVERVIEW OF THE PENDING MATTER IN GENERAL 
AND REQUEST FOR FEES IN PARTICULAR 

3: On February 14, 2008, I was retained as Family Law Counsel for James P. 
Spears, Conservator for Petitioner and Co-Conservator with Andrew Wallet for Petitioner’s 
estate. The Court is asked to note that at the present time, Petitioner does not have access to or 
control over any of her finances. Petitioner’s financial matters are under the control of 
Petitioner’s Conservators. In opposing Respondent’s fee request, I am acting as Family Law 
attorney for these Conservators. These Conservators have fiduciary obligations with respect to 
Petitioner’s estate that Petitioner, herself, does not have. Indeed, the Conservators do not, at the 
present time, have the authority to pay my fees in this matter, and the Probate Court does not 


permit retainers to be paid.

4. Approximately one week after I was retained in this matter, I received from Trope 
& Trope eight (8) banker’s boxes containing pleadings, discovery and correspondence 
documents. During the intervening weekend, I read a copy of the entire pleading file that I 
obtained from the Conservators’ attorneys, Luce, Forward, Hamiton & Scripps, LLP. 

5; The pleadings I have reviewed reflect that Petitioner’s attorneys filed a Motion 
To Be Relieved as Counsel, with a hearing date set for February 4, 2008 and that Respondent’s 
Order to Show Cause requesting fees was filed January 29, 2008, just four (4) Court days 
before the calendared hearing on Petitioner’s attorneys” Motion To Be Relieved. 

6. After being retained, I spoke with Mr. Kaplan who clearly had reason to 
anticipate that new counsel would be defending against his Order to Show Cause for Attorneys’ 
Fees and Costs. Mr. Kaplan has told me that he would NOT agree to continue the hearing from 
March 10, 2008, as a courtesy to new counsel. 
| re Although I had requested that Mr. Kaplan put this OSC for Fees over as a 
courtesy, and my request was denied, I have elected to proceed with preparing and filing 
Petitioner’s Responsive Declaration rather than bringing an ex parte to request a continuance of 
the hearing date on behalf of Petitioner and her Conservators. This decision has been made to 
retain focus on the central issue, namely, Petitioner’s custodial time with the two minor children. 

8. I am scheduled to take the depositions of Mark Kaplan (March 3, 2008), 
Respondent (March 4, 2008), and Michael Sands, Mr. Kaplan’s former publicists (March 5, 
2008), on the limited issues raised by Respondent’s fee request. On March 6, 2008, as agreed to 
by counsel for Respondent, I will be submitting a Supplemental Declaration on behalf of 
Petitioner and her Conservators relative to the deponents’ testimony. 

FACTS RELEVANT TO A KEECH’ INQUIRY OF RESPONDENT’S FEE REQUEST 

9. To date, Mr. Kaplan has vigorously resisted compliance with the Keech-related 


discovery efforts advanced by Petitioner’s former counsel. This is evidenced in the Deponent’s

awards of fees must establish that the request is reasonable, not just that the other party has the ability to pay the 
fees.

15. Both Mr. Kaplan and Mr. Simon appeared at eight (8) hearings between October 
9, 2007 and January 24, 2008. One hearing was evidentiary; the others were ex partes. All 
hearings addressed issues pertinent to Petitioner’s custody time with the minor children. Given 
my personal knowledge of the expertise of each attorney, it is my opinion that it was not 
necessary for both attorneys to appear at the hearings.
